Ow difficult 4 thing st is to produce forme , out of things 
fhapclefle and deformed, and to prefcribe limits to things 
contfuled, there is none but may ea/ily es if hee fhall 
take but a fleight view of the Chaol-like contemperation of 
3\| things not onely diuers but repugnant in nature, hitherto 
sl) concorporated in the generous profesion of Heraldry : as 
31| the formes ‘A the pure Celeftiall bodies, mixt with eroffe 
Terreftrials ; Earthly Animals ,with Watery ; Sauage 
beafts, with Tame ; Whole-footed beatts, with Diui- 
ded; Reptiles, with things Gre(sible ; Fowles of prey, with Home-bred ; the/e 
azaine, with River fowles; Acry Infe&ta, with Earthly ; alfothings Naturall, 
with Artificiall; Arts Liberall, with Mechanicall ; Military, with Rutticall ; 
and Rufticke with Ciuil. Which confufed mixture hath not alittle difcouraged ma- 
ay per fons, (otherwife well affected to the fiudy of Armory) and impaired theefti- 
mation of the profefsion. For redre fe whereof, my felfe, (though vnablef? of many) 
haue done my beft,in this my Dilplay of Heraldry ,to di folue this deformed lumpe, 
dijlributing and digefting each particular thereof into his peculiar rancke ; where- 
in, albeit the iffue of my enterprife be not anfwerable to the herght of my defires, yet 
doe I affure my felfe, my labour heerein will not be altogether fruitle(fe, forafmuch as 
heereby I haue broken the \ce, and made way to fome after-commers of greater gifts 
and riper indgement, that may gine a fairer bod to this my delineated rouzh drauzht 
or [haddow of ancw framed method. For if men of greateft skill haue failed to gine ab- 
folute forme to their works, notwithftanding their beft endeauours , with little reafon 
may {uch perfection be expected from mee, whofe Talent zs fo fmall, as that I am - 
forced to build wholy upon other mens foundations : andtherefore may be thoucht te 
hane undertaken antdle taske, in writing of things formerly handled, and publifhed 
by per fons of more fufficiency and greater uwdgement. Notwihftanding who knoweth 
not, that as enery man hath his proper conceit and inuention, fo hath he his feuerall 
drift and purpofe, fo as diners men writing of one felfe Argument, doe handle 
the fame dinerfly ? Which being fo, what letteth that euery of vs, writing in a diners 
kind, may not without offence to other, vfe our uttermoft endeanours to giue unto this 
er ft unfbapely and diffropertionable profe{sion of Heraldry, a true Symmcetriaand 
proportionable corre/pondence of cach part te.other ? In as much (if t be wot deceined) 
both they and my felfe doe al aime at one mark,which ts,foto adorne and beautifie this 
| fcience, as that it being purged from her wented deformities may become more plauft- 
ble to many, and be fauour ably entertained of all; which could not be otherwife better 
_ effected, then by diffeluing of this Chaof-like ar confufed Lump, and diffeuering 
of cach particular thereof from other, and difpofing them under their pecultar heads, 
which ws the full [cope of thefemy Trauels.

- As touching the antiquitie of thefe fignes which wee call Armes, Diodorus 
Siculusmmaketh mention, that O/yris, f{urnamed Jupiter the iuff,fonne to Cham ila sl 
the curled fonne of Noah,called of the Gentiles lanus,being banifhedfromthe 
bleffed Tents of Shem and Japhet, by reafon of the curfe fallen vpon his fa- 
ther,wasconftrained to feeke fome remote place wherin he might fettie him- 

(elfe, his children, and people : For which purpofe he affembled agreat Ar- 
mic, and appointed Hercules his eldeft fonne Captaine. And in this foanci- 
entan expedition of wartes, as well Ofyris himfelfeas Hercules, Macedonand 
Anubis hisonnes, and others, did paint certaine {ignes vpon their fhields, 
bucklers, and other weapons ; which fignes were after called Armes. As for 
example, Ofjris bare a Scepter royall, infigned on the top with an Ee ; Hercu- 
lesa Lionrampant, holding a Battle-axe; Macedona yi and Anubss a Dogge. 
In this firftaffumption of thefe fignes, euery man did take to himfelfe fome volumarie - 
fuch beaft, bird, fifh, ferpent,or other creature, as he thought beft fitting his affumption, 
eftate, or whofe natureand qualitie did in fome fort quadrate with his owhe, 
~ or whereunto himlelfe was in {ome refpeét like in qualitic, or wifhed to bee

The principal end for which thefe fignes were firft taken vp, and put in Their end 
vfe,was that they might ferue fornotes or markes to diftinguifh Tribes, Fa- nd vie. 
milies, and particular perfonseach from other, But this was not their onel 
vie, for that they ferued alfo to notifie to the ingenious beholder of them (af- 

ter {ome fort) the naturall qualicy and difpofition of their Bearers. And fo 
—” behoouefull was this inuention thought tobe, and their vfe {0 reafonable, 
as that they haue beene entertained of all fucceeding pofterities amongft all 
nations, and continued (euen to this day) without immurtation or alteration 
of their primarie infticution. Thefe Armoriall Enfignes chus ingenioufly deui- 
fed, had yet a further vie : for they ferued alfo for the more commodious di- 
Mtribution of Nations, Tribes, and Families, into Regiments and Bands ; as 
alfo for affembling,conduéting, and gouerning of them in martiall expediti- 
ons : for which vfes and ends they hauereceiued approbation in the higheft 
degree, cuen from the mouth of God himfelfe, who (when he prefcribed vn- 
to Mofes and Aaron a forme of ordering and conducting the Z/raelites in 
their paflage towards the Land of promife) did exprefly command the vie 
of Armorial fignes, faying, Fil Lfraclis quifquis inxta vexillum fuum cum fienis Nuns. 
Secundum domum Maiorum fuorum caftra habento : which order he ioe to 
be obferued, not only in the conduétion of them in their iourney, bucalfo in 
the pitching and raifing of their Campe. 

In which precept we may obferue, that God maketh mention of rwo forts 
of Enfignes ; the one generall,the other particular; and that thefe latccr were 
no leffe needfull then the former, for the orderly gouerning and conduéting 
of fo huge and populousa multicudeas the Z/reelites were, in a iourney fo

vpon very fingular and efpeciall defert, as Ferettws noteth, where he faith: 

Auguftus laudabiliter militarem difciplinam gefcit feucrifime : Gx prinatos milita- Augutins im- 
vi Cingulo nunquam reffituit, niff dlos pre cateris virtutum merita infitnirent : 
Augnuftus the Empereur got much honour by the feuerity of his Military Difeipline : 
for if aman were once depriued of his Arming girdle, he neuer would reftore it, un- 

leffe he performed fome excellent fernice abo.ve all others. Notwithftanding, there 
isalfo onckind of putting off the Belt, of no leffe honour, then the putting 

on ofit ; yeamuch more glorious it is,in thac itis the end and perfection of 

the other; and thatis, when the victory us atthiened, victory being the end of 
Arming,as peace isof Battell. To which purpofe is chat faying, 1.Reg.20.11. — 
Ne iactet fe qui fe accingit, ut qui difengit : Let-not hit boaft, who girds himfelfe, 
‘as he that doth ungird : meaning, we muff not triumph (asthe faying 1s) before 

the victory ; but ic being once attained, it is the honour ofa generous minde, 

to put off his Belt, and not to fanguine his blade ew cold blood.

The Moneable Sphere of the Heauexs is the Firmament.-The Firmament ee 
is that continual-mouing Heanen which with his {wift Rewolution (waieth all the ae 
Inferiour Orbes,and is called in Latine Firmamentum(according to Scribonius\d 
fomitate,chat is,of the soc therof,meaning(as I conceiue)either the durable 
Jubfifing of it,or elfe the unmoneableneffe of the two Poles, Ardtike and Antar- 
ctike : otherwife, one felfe thing cannot be {aid to bee moneable and conftant, 
bucin adiucrs refpect ; cuen as an Iron wheele in a Clecke, though ftillin 
motion, yet both in refpe&t of the metalline folidity, and of the ure faftning to 
the Axell, it may be {aid to bé Firme and Vuremoueable. Ifany man bearea re- 
prefentation of the Heanens in his Coat-armour, whether the fame haue the 
Jikenefle of a Solide or Armill Sphere, theymuft be reduced to this head : of 
this kinde did the famous Archimede choofe for his Dewice, who before his 
death, commanded that a Sphere fhould be ingrauen on his Sepulchre. And 
fuch a bearing ishonourable for any great profeflor of -4/fronomy, not {uch 
witle {fe wizards and fortunetellersas vfually deceaue the world with their idle 
predictions , butthofe noble fpirits, whofe Egle-eses {earch out the true na- 
tures, reuolutious, and properties of thofe Supernall Effences. 

The eae yh an dtd ofthe Heauens and the Ornaments thereof yo 8 
together with their certaineand orderly motions, fhould mightily moue and 
prouoke vsto raife vp our thoughts, from the Joue and contemplation of 
bafe and earth ly obiects (whercon we vfually doat) to the admiration of his 
vn{peakeable power, and love of his incomprehenfible goodne fe, who made 
fuch a wonderfull Architecture; firft, to ferue forour vie in this life, andaf- - 
terward, to be our blefled Palaceand Manjfionin a better life. For though 
‘ allcreatures demonftrate the wifdome of their wonderfull workiaffer, yet 
the Heaucns efpecially declare his glory, and the Firmament his handy worke : 
which made the godly King Danid, to rife out of his Bed in the night, to be- 
hold the Heauens,and thereby to call to minde the peruerfity of Man, which 
neuer keepes the courfe that God prefcribeth, whereas thofe bodies though 
void of fenfe, yet from their firft creation neuer faultered in their endleffe

the number of points whereof a Starreconf{ifteth,we muft obferue, they muft 
neuer be fewer then fixe; but when the fame is formed of more,then muft you 
in blazaning of them expreffe their certaine number : for (ometimes you fhal 
finde a Starre formed of fixteene points, as in this next exam ple ap- 
peare. 


Hebeareth Argent, a Starre of fixteene peints Gales, 
by the name of Delahay. The excellency of the Starres 
ishighly commended, Feele/.43.9. where {peaking 
of the glorious beauty of their order and con{fellations, 
it is faid, That itisaCampe pitched on bie, fiming 
in the Firmament of Heauen. The beanty ofthe Heanens 
are the glorieus Starres andthe Ornament that flinethas 
the high places of the Lord. By the commandement of the 
Holy one they continue in their order, and faile not in their 
watch. And the particular Starres (faith Dasid) God 

calleth by their names;as likewifedoth patient Iob remember the titles of {eueral 
conftellations. 

Starres are fometimes found pierced, and otherwhiles charged : for the dif- 
ference of which two formes of bearing, youhauchada Rule formerly deli- 
uered. Moreouer, it isa Rule infallible, that the piercing of Starres muft bee _ 
evermore round ; for the piercing /quare, and Lofengewaies, are repugnantto 
the nature of Starres. Heere I willgiue you a general ob/cruation, touching 
the Bearing of Ordinaries and Commen-charges together:

| cellor of England, fae wr tothat Peerele(fe Quecne 
Elizabeth of immortall memorie:aCoat well befitting his magnificence and boun- 
teous hofpitalitie, wherein he hath {carce had any Riwalleuer fince.

the firft, by thename of Vernon, This is an ancient 2 Fe. 
Familie of Chefhire, and defcended of the worthy 
Stemme of vernons that were Barons of Shipbrooke, 
and doe beare thefe Garbes for a difference from the 
elder Houfe thatdid beare Or, onely a Feffe Azure.

~ great Worke to himfclfe : but he pleafantly fatisfied the King, faying, that he 
wrote not, [Wickham made thes ; but,T his made Wickham ; becaufe by his feruicc 
in thefe Workes he had gained his Soneraignes princely favour.

the parts contained, ot containing, Or fuflaining. — 

The Parts contained are Humors and Spirits, wherof onely the firft is vied prriorg 
in Coate-armours, wierein are reprefented fometimes Drops ot blood, and 
fometimes T eares, which both are naturally Hwmors contained, thoughin Ar- 
mory chey are fauppofed no longer to be contained, but fhed foorth. The Bea- 
ring of this Humor, Blood, is vnderftood to be eucrmore borne Drop-meale tood. 
(as I may fo terme it) or by Drops. Which manner of bearing is in Blazon ter-

Neither muft we heere precifely efteeme the worth of euery bearing by this 


order of Nature, becaule Art doth fometimes ftampe a peculiar note of dig- 
nitie, for {ome particular refpe&, as for fome efpeciall u/e, qualitie, or action 
inthethings, And this digmstie or nobilstie may hauea twofold relation ; the 
one betwixt Animals of diuers kindes, asa Lion and a Spaniel, a Wolfe anda 
Lambe ; the other betwixt things of one kinde, as whelpes of one Litter, where- 
of yet one may be nobler then the other, as the one will run to the Cha/e, the 
other to the Pottage Pot. And forafmuch asthe living things before mentio- 
ned, as well vegetable as fenfitine, haue their peculiar vertues worthy imitation, 
as alfo their particular vices to be e{chewed, and that it is a chiefe glorie to 
Gentlemen of Coat-armour, to haue their vertues difplaied vnder the types and 


_ formes of {uch things as they beare ; itis to be wifhed that each one of them 


would confiderately examine the comswendable properties of {uch fignificant 
tokens as they doe beare,and doe his beft to manifeft to the world that he hath 
the like in him(elfe : for it is rather a difhonor thena praife fora man to beare 
a Lion on his Shield, ifhe bearea Sheepein his Heart, or a Goofe in his Braine:

And 
fometimes the variation from the’ propertie may be of purpofe to reprefent 
fome other qualitie, whjch may be no lefle honourable then t fh sf Befides, Note.

tare; and another, to beare him repugnant or contrarieto Nature : for the for- 
mer may be borne commendably, but this latter fort of Bearmg is holden dif- 
gracefull, orrather is condemned for falfe Armes, and therefore not worthie 
of Bearing. Inthe Blazoning of things borne in their #aturall colour, whether - 
the fame be cwleffiall or fublunar, it fufficeth to fay, Hee beareth this Sunne, putes;

Astouching the Dignitie ofthings bornein Coat-Armour, I hauealreddie Rule s; 
fhewed how the fame isto be reckoned in the Order of Nature;but ifit be con- 
fidered according to vulgar eftimation, then we mufthold this foran obfer- 
uation that feldom faileth,that fich euery particular Ewspire, Kingdom,and Na- 
tion hauc their diftin& Enfignes of their Soueraign iuri/diction;looke what Bet 
Bird, Fifh, Fowle, Serpent, @c. he that {waieth the Soueraigntie, doth beare tor 
his Roiall Enfignein each particular nation, the fame is accounted there to be 
of greateft dignitie. So isthe Bearing of the Lion chieflie efteemed with vs in 
England, becaule he is borne by his Maieffie, for the Roiall Enfigne of his High- 
ne (fe Imperiall Soneraigntie ouervs : Soisthe Bearing the Eagle efteemeda- 
moneft the Germans : and in like fort the Flower-de-lice amongft the French- 
men. Foure footed Beafts, whether they be Borne Proper or Difcoloured ( that Rule 3. 
is to fay, varying from their Naturall colour) are to be efteemed more worthy 
of Bearing in Coat-Armour then either Fifhes or Fowlesare, in regard they do 
containe in them more worthieand commendable Sigaifications of Nobihitie, 
Amongtt things Senfitive, the Malesare of more worthie Bearing then the Rule 4 
Females. Some man perhaps will tax me ofinconfideration, in not treading = 
the viuall teps of Armoriffs in che handling of chele fen(ible creatures, for that 
I doe not preferre the Zion(in refpect of his regall foneraigntie) before all other 
terreftrials.

Conies, and others of leflecharmefull kinde, whereof I will giue particular 
examples: but firft I will offer to your heedful obferuation, certaine notes af 
well of generall,as of particular vfe, concerning beafts of this kind ; not for- 
getting (by the way) {uch Rules and Obferuations, as haue beene alrea- 
dy commended to your regard, that efpecially, touching mixt bearing, 
of Ordinaries,and common Charges, which myftferue fora regular direction 
throughout our whole Worke. And in deliucry of thefle Ob/eruations and Ex- 
amples Tholdit ficto begin with Beaftsof fierce nature ; and firft, withthe Zé- 
on,teckened the King of Beaffs : Dignioribus enim digniora loca funt danda,

Dpinionof _ Some French Armorifts are of opinion, that the Zion fhould neuer be made 
fome French Gardant, or full faced, affirming that to bee proper to the Leopard : wherein 
Armorifts. they offer great indignity to that rosall Bea/?, in that they will not admic him 
- (faith Y pron) to thew his full face, the fight whereof doth terrifieand aftonith 
- Rulegene- al the beaffs of the field ; and wherein confifteth his chiefeft maiefty and there- 
rall. fore may not be denied that prerogatiue. Quis omnia Animalia debent depinpi 
— rdefignari in fuo ferociors actu : ex illis enim actibus, magis vigorem [uum often- 
dunt. All Bea/ts fhould be fet forth in their moft generous action, for therein 
they fhew their chiefeft vigour. As concerning the true Note whereby the 
Diderence Lopardisdiftinguithed from the Liow, V/pton Lib. de Armis, writeth thus, 
berweene Cognofcitur Leopardws 1 Leone, quia Leopardus ubig, depingitur habens naturali- 
the Lionand fey gpaculas nigras, cum groffo capite , Co eff Animal planum non hifpidum : Leo 
Leopard, ver) habet unum colorem, continuum, cum pectore hifpido, cum certisiubis in cauda. 
The Leopardis portraicd with blacke pots, and a great head, and no where fbag- 
gy : whereas the Léon is of one colour, fhaggy breftedwith a certaine tuft of hatre 
in his fraine. So that it is euident that the Leopard is notably diftinguifhed 
both in /hape and colour, and not by his full faced countenace as they dreame.

Generous _— It is obferued that the generons nature of the Lion, is difcerned by his plea-

that boldand inuincible cowrage, that the generous fort of Lions haue. For 
thefe refpects, the degenerate brood of Lions are called in Latine, Jmsbelles Cowardly | 
Leones, that is, Heartle {je or Cowardly Lions ; whereas the true Lion is termed - 
in Latine, Generofiss Leo, Quia gencrofum eft quod a natura {ua non degeneranit: | 
T hat is generous which degenerateth not from his kinde: by which reafon, aman 
of noble defcent, and ignoble conditions, isnot truly generous, becaule hee dege- 
nerateth from the vertues of his Anceffors. 
Lions, Beares,Wolues,and other Bea/fs of rawening kinde,when they are borne Ruler. . 
in Armes feeding, you mufttermethem in Blazon, Raping, and tell whercon, 
Toall Beafts of prey, Nature hath alsigned Teeth and Tallons of crooked fhape, 
and therewithall of great /harpneffe, co the end they may ftrongly /éize vpon 
and deteime their Prey, and {peedily rend and diuide the fame. And therefore 
in Blazoning of Beats of this kinde,you mutt not omit to mention their Teeth Rule a, 
and Zallons,which are their only Armour: for by them they are diftinguifhed 
from thofe tame and harmele fe bea/ts, that haue their Teeth knocked out, and 
their N ailes pared {0 necreto the quicke, as that they can neither byte nor 
feratchwith much harme. Thofe Teethand Tallons arc cucrmote in Coat-ar- 
mours made of a different colour trom the bodies of the Beaffs:and therefore in 
Blazoning of Bea/ts ofthis kinde, when you fpeake of their Teeth or Tallons, 
you fhall fay they are thus orthus Armed. So likewile if you {peake of their 
. Longues, you fhall fay they are thus or thus Langued. , |

The Lion hath great flrength 
inhistatle, the much motion whereot is a maniteft 
token of anger : whé he mindeth to affaile hisenem y 
he ftirreth vp himfelfe by often beating of his backe 
and fides with his taile, and thereby ftirreth vp his 
_ courage, to the end he do nothing faintly or coward- 
ly. The Lion when he is hunted, carefully prouideth

Heereupon e4ntiffhenes,tooke 
occafion to {coffe at the Athenians, faying, that in this property they did com- 
municate with T artoi/es and Cockles, borne and living in the fame /bels. Salo- 
mon reckoneth the Gra/bopper for one of the foure /mall things in the earth that 
are full of Wi/deme, faying, The Grafhopper hath no King yet goe they footh atl by 

bands. 
There are other of this kind, whofe wings are leffe manifeft then the Gra/- 
hoppers, becaufe thcy are clofed ina kind of Cafe, that can hardly bee difcer- 
ned, but when they are preraring to fly : for which refpect they are called 
Vacipenne, vagipenna, (faith Calepine) Quia alas vaginis quibufdaminclufas habent, for ca- 
why fo called ying their wings fheathed ; asthe Hartfly, Beetle, Ladi-cow ec. which, toge- 
ther with Locw/fs,and {uch other as are both Gre(ible and volant, and many- 
leg ged, are to be reduced to this head, as to their proper and natural place. I

By {uch asare peculiar,I meane thofe that are appropriate 
to perfons hauing Soucratene Iurifdiction, andtotuch as we 
called Nobsles maiores, of which Ranckea Banneret, or (as {ome 
call them) a Barovet is the loweft. Thefe hauc their name of a Banner: for 
vnto them it was granted in remuneration of their approued valor in Mihta- 
ry feruices to beare a {quare Banner, afterthe cuftome of Barons’, and there- 
fore are called Knights Banncrets; As M'.Cambden hath noted, faying : Ba- 
neretti qui alys Baronettt cum valuaforum nomen tam defierat, a ei bs fecuna: 
erant, quibies incitum nomen a vexillo, conce jum ent crat illus militaris virtutis er- 
go quadrato verillo perinde ac Barones utt, uncle £quitesvexillary a nonnul- 
lis vocantur, (ee. This order of Knighthood, was much clteemed for the ho- 
nour receiucd in the Freld for Military {eruice with great folemnity vnder the 
Banner Royall difp'aied in the pretence of the Soueraigne : and this hath been 
reputed a middle degree betwixt Nobiles Matores C> Minores : but of this 
dignity none hath beene knownealiucin England, fince Sir Ralfe Sadler, &e. 
Buramoneft the parcicularornaments belonging to the Coat-armers of perfons 
hauing either Supreame or Inferior dignity there are fome that do enuirone the 
Coatarmor round about, and doe chiefly belong to perfons exercifing Soue- 
raicne 1urifdiction and to {uch others, as they out of their {peciall favour fhail 
comunicate the fame vnto,by affociating them into the fellom/hip of their r- 
ders. Such are the moft honourabic Order of the Garter, the Orders of the Gol- 
den ficece of Saint Atichael, of the e<anuatiation : ofall which Mafter Segar 
now Garter King at Araes,hath written 0 Iearnedly, that to‘ftis works Pmutt 
againe referre the Reader for fatisfaction therein ; the difcourte thereof be- 
ing alrogether impertinent to my intended purpofe in this prefent worke. 
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Yethcere you muft obferue, chaca man being admitted into the Society Note: 

and Fraternity of any two of the Honourable Orders before mentioned, he may 

in fetting forth his Atchiscement adorne the fame with the chiefe Orxements or 

Collars of both thefe Orders whereof he is ele&ed and admitted a bate and 
companion, by placing one of the Orsaments next to his Shield, and the other - 
without the fame. In fuch maner did the moft high and mighty Lord Thomas 

Duke of Norfolke and Earle 4 arfhall of England, bearc the chiefe Ornaments 

of the Orders of the Garter and of Saint Michael. 

— Bur leaving thofe peculiar Ornaments of Soneratgnesor others, I returne to thomas 
chofe that are communicable (by accrtaine right) alwell to thofe called Nobsles Duke of 
miaiores, as to Soueratenes. Such are thofe which are faid to bee placed on the Nofolke- 
fides of the Atchivementsrcprefenting fometimes things Lwing and fometimes 


Both thefe of fome Blazoners are termed Supporters, whofe conccipt there- Supporters, — 
in Ican hardly approuc, Quia diuerforum diuer{a eft ratio: and therefore the pjazon of 
Blazon that I would giue vnto things fo different in Nature is ; that if the Supporcers. 
things be kstng and feafe vpon the Sield, then fhall they be called properly 
Supporters; bucifthey are Jnanimateand touch not the Efcocheon, then fhall 
fuch Armes, be faid to be(not Supported, but)Cotifedof {uch and {uch things : Cotifed, 
For, how can thofe be properly faid to fupport that touch not the thing {aid 
to bee fupported by them ?

To.perfons vnder the degrec ofa Knight Banneret, it is not permitted to er 
beare their Armes Supported, that honour being peculiar to thofe that arecal- Armes fup- 
led Nobiles maiores. : | ported, 

And thefe Cotifes hauc their name agreeable to the thing whole qualbty couifes 
they reprefent, and are fo called (as we elfewhere fhewed) of Coffa, the Rib, whenee de- 
either of ¢anor Beaft : forit is properto the R# to inclofe the Entrailes of " 
things Amima!/, and to adde forme and fafhion tothe body ; in like manner 
doe thefeinclofe the Coat-armour whereunto they are annexed, and doe give’ - 

a comely grace and ornament to the fame. : 

Another ornament there is cxternally annexed to Coat-armonr, and that is 
the Motte, or Word ; which is the Inuention or Conceit of the Bearer, {uccin- 
ily and fignificantly contriued (forthe naoft part) in three or foure Words, 
which are {ct in fome Serole or Compartement, piaced viually at the foot of che 
Efcecheon : and asit holdeth the lowett place, fo is it the laft in blezoning. OF © 
this word Abra Franc. writeth iu this manner, Quod arcecntioribus verba qua- Abve.Franc. 
dam ipfis Armis fubsjciantur, videtur id nuper inuentum ad imitationem corum “2 1E57- 
que Symbols a nobis appellantur. And indeede, the Afotte fhould exprefle fome- 
thing intended in the Atchinement,though vie hath now receiued whatfoener 
fancy of the deuifer : and this Motto, is of vniuerfall vfe to all Gentry and No- 
bility, of what rancke fouer. | 

Nowas touching the Blazoning of thefe Ornamens exteriorly annexed to Blszon of 
any Coat-armour,it isto beconlidered that we are not tied to that ftri@ obfer- Achiuerocmts 
uation in them as in the blazoning of things borne wethin the E/cocheon 3 for 
thefeare the E ffentiall parts of Coats, and thofe meerely Accidentall. For the 
Creaft or Timber , Wreath, Mantle, Helme, coe. (faith Ferne)are no part of the 
Coat-armour, but Additions to Atshinements added not many hundred yeers 
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agoe to the Coats of Gentry. And therefore when you haue aptly fet foorth 
ail the Fields and Charges and theircolors contained within the E/éocheen, your 
Blazon is donc : fo that when we fhalldefcribe any of thofe extertour Orze- 
ments, we {tand at liberty for naming of our colours, aud in thofe itisheld no 
fault to name one colour twice. | , 

Hauing thus fet downe all the parts of Atchinements, 1 will now reprefeat 
them ¢ontoined to your view : and for the oder prefcribed to my felfe, in fer- 
ting forth of the {ame according to the feuerall forts before {poken of ; I wall 
beginne with thofe that are accounted Nobiles sinores, (of which a Gentleman 
is the loweft) and {o proceed in order to the higheft : Quafi « riuulis ad fas- 
tem: Asin the examples following hall appeare.

In this 
you may obferue the forme of the Helmet, befitting the degree of aGentleman. 
The Temple The Temple ofhonor(amongft the Astient Romans) had before ita ftately 
efhonour. pPgych dedicated to vertue: to notifie,that in that Comzon-wealth there was no 
: hopeto attaineto place of dégnity,but by treading the path of defert. Doubt- 
Icfle this was the beft policy that could be to vphold a Stage : for fo, places 
of importance were beft difcharged, and perfons wellaffected were moft en- 
couraged to deferue well : and out of queftion, {uch was the reafon of the ad- 
uancing ofnoble Families in mot States ; whole firft raifers were honored for 
their good {eruices, with titles of dignity as Badges of their worth; and therfore 
if their Ofspring vaunt of their Linage or titular dignity,and want their vertues, 
they are but like bafe Seruingmen, who carry on their {lceues che badge of 
_ fome Noble Family, yet are they themfelues but vaneble perfons. 
Foure pats In which refpect, Ariffotle difcourfing of Nobility makes foure parts there- 
of Nobility. of ; the firft of Riches, the {econd of Blood, the third of Learning, the fourth of 
| Vertue :and to the twolaft he alcribeth the firft place of true Gentry ; becaule 
Boores may be rich, and Rake-hels may be of ancient blood, but vertae and 
knowledge cannot harbour but where God and mature hagh left their noble en- 
~ .dowements. Which made Bartholus to {ay that good menand wifemen were ne- 
bles in Gods fight, as rich men and great men were nobles in mens eics. 
Threefold Yet the fame Bartholus afcribeth the due honour vnto each kind of Nobil- 
nobilitya¢: #3, which he maketh to be threefold, Theological, Naturall, Polticall : the firft 
cording fe and chiefe confifting in Piety and virtues of grace,the {econd in the noble qua- 
ities of Nature, the third in the degrees of e/fimation in the Common-wealth. 
This laft.is it we heere chiefly meddle with ; not that wercie& the two for- 
mer, but that we fup _ we itue in fueh a {tate where the two firft kindes of 
Nobility are rewarded with the laft kinde, and thereby made more illu/trious. 
Diffwent. . Thecomon phrafe of foraine Nations is different form ours, concerning the 
peace Titles of men of repusation : they efteeming euery man Noble, which hath any 
“ excellency remarkeable,aboue others; ({0 faith Iudocus Cthouius,N obilitas 
oft generis, velalterins reiexcellentia ac dignitas: ) whereas we Englifh, repute 
none Noble vnder the degree of a Baron; and with them Generofusis a greater 
— titlechen Wobghs, whereas with vs itismuch inferiour. Thetruth is, that the 
two wtles of Nobiliiy and Gentry are of equall efteeme inthe vie of Heraldry, 
though-euftome hath equally diuided them,and applicd the firft to Gentry 
of the highcft degree, and the later to Nobles of the loweft rancke.

The dignity of an E/qasre is the fecond degree of Gentry, the reafon of whofe 
denomination we gaueclfewhere, Andas inthe firft rancke of Gentry, fo in

by creation by the Soueraignes gift and impofition of a Collar of Ss. Secondly, 


by Bérth,as theyonger fonnes of Barons, and the Elderfons of Knights. Third- 
ly, by offsee,cither in the Kings houfe, or Common-wealth, as Sargeants at, 


Law, &c.Fourthly, by Cu/tome, as are the E/quires of Generals inthe Field, of 
Knights of the Bath, @e.

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This Archinement belongeth to the right worthipfull S*. Zohn Scudamore,

Manifefting thereby his confident affiance in 
the moft puiffant protection and neuer failing helpe of the Alaeghty, againk 
ail aduerle euents and occurrents : grounding his affurance vpon the fay- 
ing of the kingly Prophet Daséd, Pfalm. 5. 13. For thon Lord: wilt gine tly 
blefsing to the righteous, and with thy fanonrable kindne(fe wilt defend him as 
with a fbield. Thisnoble Knight hath {o honourably defrued, both of his 


_ Countrey in gencrall, by procuring (cogethcr with his worthy Lady) the buil- 
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ding of the goodly Bridge neere vnto Roff, ouer the Riuer Wye ; and likewile 
of my felfe in particular ; as I held my felfe obliged in a double band of Jo- 
uing refpectto yecld him in this place, thisdue acknowledgement of his 
worthy vertues. , 
The Title ofa Kmight,isamongft molt Nations borowed from Horfemanfhip, 
whereof the /taéans call them Canalier, the Frenchmen Cheualer, the Germeans 
Reiter ,the Welflmen, M archog of Riding; but the Saxex word Cnyght,whence 
ours feemeth to be taken, fignifieth, an Attendant or Sersiter; whence (in 
likely-hood)the terme of Sersitium Mélitare,Knights feruice,hath fince been 
appropriate to their tenures.No manis borne to this dignity (as to other dig- 
grees they are) but recejueth the fame by Creation, either from the Xing him- 
ielfe, or from the General, of his Aras, either for a Remuacration of Martiall 
prowefle,or for prudent adminiftration of Cisill gouernment, or for encov- 
ragement vnto either pa mee Bee se 

Wherefoeuer you fhall finde this word Xight, without any adiun@, you 
mufttake the fame to be meant ofa Xmight Bachelour (which isa Kmight of 
ordinary creation ,) otherwife it fhould be faid, a Ksight of the Garter,of the 
Bath, of St. Michaell,du Sanct Efpret, of the Toyfon, of the Ansnnciation, Ge. 

The manner of making a Xaight,or dubbing, (as it hath beene anciently 
termed) Mafter Cambden theweth you, faying : Noftris temperibus qui equi- 
frrem dignitatem fufcipit, flexis gentbus edutTo gladio lenster in humero percutitar, 
Princep{q, bis verbis Gallce affatur : Sois Cheualier, au nom de Dieu, which is 
as much to fay, as Be a K might, in the name of God: Afcerwardshe faith, uss 
ccs Chenalter, that is to fay, Arsfe up Knight. But Knights of other Orders, asthe 
Garter, Bath, Gc. haue other folemne Ceremonies of Creation, as is at large fet 
foorth in the booke of Homour Military and Ciuill. | 
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T "His isthe Atchinement of the right Honorable S*. Robert Spenfer Knighr, Baron Spen- 
fer of Wormeleitonin the county of Warwicke,moft worthily aduaficed to that degree 
by our Soxeraigne Lord King ames, Anno reeni (ui Mmo,in regard of his Lordfhips ma- 


ny Noble vertues befitting that Dignity, who beareth eight Coats marfhalled in one 
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Shield, as followeth , viz. Firft, quarterly Pearleand Ruby , the fecond and third charged 
with a Fret Topaze,ouer al ona Bend Diamond three E/calops,of the firlt,being the ancient 
Coat belonging to this noble Family, asa branch defcended from the epeafers, Earles of 
Gloucefler and Winchefter. The {econd is Saphire,a Fe fe Ermine between {ix Scamewes heads 
Errafed, Pearle, borncalfo by the name Spenfer. The third is Ruby, three Stirrops \ea- 
thered in Pale Topaze, by the name of Deserell. The fourth is T opaze, ona Croffe Ruby, 
fiue Effoiles Pearle, by the name of Lincolbe. The fifth is Pearle,a Cheneron betweene three 
rg a pierced Ruby, by the name Warfteede. The fixth is Evmsine on a C heueren 
Ruby, fiue Beifants, a Coflmt in Chiefe of the fecond by the name of Graunt. The fe 
uenth is Pearle, on a Bead between twoj/Lions Rampand, Diamond, a Wiuern with the wings 
‘ouert of the firlt, by the name of Rudixgs. The eight and laft is party per Chenerons, Se- 
phire and T opaze, three Lions paffant, pardant, cou nterchanged, aChiefe Pearle, by the 
name of Catlyn, all within the efcochdn. And aboue the fame, vpon a Helme fitting the 
degree of a Baron a Mantle Ruby, doutlled Pearle thereupon within a Crowne Topaze, 2 
Griffons head with wings difplated Pedr gorged with a Gemew Ruby.And for his Supper- 
ters onthe Dexter fidea Griffon parted per Fe([c, Pearleand T oaaze, gorged with a Collar 
Diamend,charged with threeE/calops Pearle whereunto is affixed a Chaine reflexed oyer his 
loines Diamond, armed Raby. And of the — fidea Wiuern Pearle, Gorgedal{o with a 
Collar, wherunto isaftixed a Chain¢ reflexed over the hinder parts Diamond. His Motte, 
Disv Derende Le Droit, Goddefend the right;being a worthy teftimony both 
of his own honoutableaffection tofight and equity ,andalfo of his Lordthips repofe and 
confidence,not in the a(siftance of @irthly honour and wealth, but in the onely proui- 
dence of the al-righteousand al-rghting God. This noble Lord being a prefident and 
aterne ofall honourable vertues/munificence, and affection to Heroiche profefsion and 
hic inde I(out of che obligation of my deuoted mind)thought it beft to produce his 
Coat-armour, as the paterne of ge Atchinements of that degree. 
Of Barons. 
Te reafon of the name of Barons is not {o wel known in England,asis their greatnefle. 
Some deriue it froma Greefe word, Baru, fignifying, Grausty, as being men whole 
prefence fhould reprefent chat which their Title doth imply. The French Heralds take 
Barons to be Sis koedaed. Pe €s, or men of equall dignity ; che Germans, Banncr-lsres, 
as being Commanders, difplaying Banners of their owne in the Field. Thefe the Saxons cal- 
led Laford, (whence owr word Lerd) and the Danes ca'led them T hanes, 

In ancient times the nameof Barons was very large, Citizens of chiefe Cities, and Gen- 
tlement of certaine poflefsions enioying that Title ; and about thofé times cucry Earle 
had a certaine number of Barons vnder them, as cucry Baren had Capitaneos vnder him. 

_ Buctimes hauealtered the limits of this Honour, Barons being now reputed no leffe ab- 
folute Lords, chough lower then Earles : andasa Gentleman is the firftand loweft degree 
of Nobilitas minor 5 {o now with vs a Baron is reputed the firft ftep of Nobilitas CU ajar. 

In which refpeét fome haue thought that in Atchinements, none vader a Baron, may 

vie Supporters ; but by ancient examples, we fhall find that Knights Bannerets alo had 
that Ornament allowed them, and therfore though a Baneret hatha middle place betwixt * 
Ordinary Knights and Barons ; yet | haue omitted his Atchinement, the diffcrence being 
fo little beewixt itand the Barons. Banneret (or Baronetas {ome will haue it) by fomeis 
derived from Banner-rent, becaufein their Creafwon, after certaine Ceremonies,the top of 
their Pennons is rent or cut off,and {o reduced into the forme of a little Banner, which 
they may difplay as Barons doe.But it is more probable that the Germane word, Barner- 
hiers,was the originall both of Bargpsand Bannerets, which matter skilleth not much, ith 
this order (as before we touched) % how quite ceafed iu this Land, — | 
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Earle of Northamptes, Baron ol Marphill, Cenfbable of the Caftleof Douer, Lord 
Warden,Chancellouy and Admirallot the Cingue ports, Lord priuie Seale,Knight 
of the moft noble Order of the Garter, and one of his Maieftics moft honoura- 
ble Priute Counfell. Which noble Earle beareth quarterly foure Coats. The firkt 
whereof is Ruby, a Bend betweene fixe Croffe Croflets, Fiehee Pearle, and is the 
PaternallCoat of the faidmoft noble Family, Thefecond is Ruby, three Lions 
paffant,Gardant T opaze,in Chiefe,a Labellof three points Pearle, by the name of 
‘Brotherton, The third is Checky, T opaze,and Saphire,by the name of the Earle 
Warren. The fourth and laftis Ruby a Lion Rampand,Pcarle, Armedand Lan- 
gued Saphire, by the name of Moworay, bearing for his difference a Cre fant Sa- 
_ phire,ail within the Garter. And aboue the fame vpon a Helmea Mantle Ruby, 
doubled Pearle, next vpon which is placed a Chapeau Ruby, turned vp Er- 
- maine, Infigned with a Lion paffant, T epaze, Armedand Langued Saphire,Crowned 
Pearle and gorged witha File of three points of thc laft, f{upported with two 
Lions, Pearle, differenced on their breafts, Saphire. And for his Motte, 
to make the fame e4tchinement ab{olute, thefe words in a Serole ( exprefsing 
his Lordfhipsfincere and moft vnfainedly deuoted affe@ion) VNr Er 
YNIVOCE. > he, . 

The greatnefle of this Family may bea great reafon of my propofing this 
Atchiuement, Inflar onsninm,tor.a paterne of the Coat-armors of Earles ;. buc 
when I caftmy thoughts in particular on the Magnificke difpofition and He- 
roicke qualitics ofthis Noble Earle, whom al profefsions of Learning acknow- 

| ledge for their moft Honored-Mecenas, and my poore endeauours haue al-

That the Titles of Dignitie, were primitiuely (forthe moft part) taken from Mili- 
tarie inploiments , may appeare from the loweft fteppeof Gentry, tothis which is 
ncere vnto the higheft amongft vs , and in ome Countries is the highieft ofall ; For as 
the E/quier,theK night,the Banneret haue theirDenominations for {ome place,and fertiice 
in the Camp, fo hath the Duke alfo, which in his originall, fignified nothing but a Gene. 
rall or graund Chieftaine ; till the Dignicie became Hereditarie to theiriffue. At which 
times, when many enioied the fame Hereditarie honor, occafion was giuen, of eredting 
even amongft.Dukesalfo another {apereminent Title, of arch-Duke,a nanie wel known 
in forraine parts, but neuer entertained in this Britifh Mand, _ 
‘The high dignitie of Duke of Yorke, hath been a long time born by the fecond fonnes 
of the Kings of this Land, though of elder times Yorke was but an Earledome , and yet 
then alfo it was an honourof{o high eftceme,as that it was annexed to the Crownsas ap- 
peareth by X.Richard the firft, who having conferred the title of that County on his Ne- 
phew Otho, Duke.of Brunfwiké, the Yorkelhire men much repined thereat, faying, They 
would yecld nohemage to any but to the King ,vntill (uch time as they might fpeake with the King 
and fee him face to face. VW ith which teftimonie of their great zeale a 4 affection their So- 
_ ucraigne tooke fo great contentment, that hee beftowed on his Nephew the Earledome 
of Porcfou in exchange, and referued the Title ofthe Eartedomie of rorke to himéelfe.
